QUEBEC BRIDGE IS BIGGEST 


Time of Construction Shows Advance 


In Engineering Since Brooklyn 


Bridge Was Built. 


Quebec, 
Ont^—The 
new. 
bridge 


across the St. Lawrence river near 
here supplants the mighty structure 
that fall when half finished in- the 
summer of 1907. 
Tbo site of the new 


bridge 1s tbe same but tbo north pier 
s moved out GO feet further into tbe 
river, thus appreciably shortening the 
central span Tho new bridge contains 
130,000,000 pounds of steel, as;com 
pared with the 100,000,000 of its.pred- 
ecessor. 
It will cost when completed 


not less • than-$12,000,000, and 
will 


:iave the longest truss spaa of. any 
bridge in the world—1,800 feet, or 90 
feet more than that of the great Firth 
of Forth bridge in Scotland. 


The construction of this 
bridge, 


which has taken two and a'half years', 
s-an impressive indication of 
tho 


progress of mechanical and civil'1 en 
jineerlng since tho Brooklyn bridge 
was opened to traffic,, May 24, 1SS3. 
The latter required, 13'/£ ,y&ars, .to 
erect, and to date has cost over1 ?22,- 
000,000, of., $10,000,000 more than the 
prospective cost of; the 'new Canadian 
giant. '

THE ALLOTMENT OF 


HIGHWAY FUND. 


The . Wiseousiu 
State Highway 


Commission at its first meeting voted 
to iuaugurat.3 a newspaper campaign 
to the eud that the new state aid 
highway law (Chapter B37 Laws of 
11)11) might be thoroughly understood 
by the.people of the state, aucl that 
construction uuder it in 11)12 might 
be general throughout the state and 
uot. eoutiuod t.o tho comparatively few 
counties which liave been operating 
under the connty aid laws previously 
in effect 


Thu law is so drawn that state aid 


is available in 1012 to those towns 
which have voted a tax to build roads 


liUa under the county aid system, 


but those towus which have not so 
voted will have .to vote a tax at a 
special meetiug held 
on or before 


pvsuiber 1st, 1911, if they wish to 


get state aid iu 1U12. 
The time in 


which towns may ace is BO short that 
it is almost impossible to get wide 
spread action unless the Commission 
cau obtain the cooperation of the 
editors of tho state iu rnakiug the 
provisions of tlio law and the proce- 
dure under it fully public. 
To the 


editors is dne much oi' the present 
iuierest iu matters relatiug to road 
improvement-, aud the Commission 
hopes that it cau count on a continua- 
tion of their past publio spirited ser- 
vioe in tho cause of good roads. 


Under the new law Wood County 


is entitled to $:i,585.00, 
Portage 


Oouuty S21IOO.OO, Marathon $(i,ll)u.OO, 
Adams ?'J45.00, Juueau ¥2275.00. 


The amounts given are what each 


county will receive if every couuty 
asks for all that it is-entitled to get 
under tlm law. 
It is probable that 


some of the counties will not apply 
for their full allotment, in which caso 
thu amounts uot asked for are divided 
pro riitn between the couutios asking 
for more than their full allotment. 


Tho following letter ou the subject 


has boou addressed to towu chairmen 
ou the subject: 


The leigslaturu of IS) 11 passed a law 


(Chapter i!37, Laws of HH.l) creating 
a stato highway commission aud pro- 
viding i'or a system of prospective 
state highways. 
An annual appro- 


priation of ifSOO.OOO was made for the 
purpose of providing state aid iu 1012 
anil succeeding years to thoso towns 
aud counties which vote taxes for tho 
improvomeut oi' any road or bridge 
ou tho system of prospective Btato 
highways. 


Tho uew law makes little change 


in the. present system in thoso couu- 
ties which have beeu doing work 
under tho county aid laws of 11)07, 
except that it adds the state as a con- 
tributor to the cost of construction, 
and gives to the state highway com- 
mission snfliciont authority to insure 
that the state's mouoy 
i-> wisoly and 


economically spout. 
Iu those coun- 


tias which have taken uo action under 
tho 11)07 laws, it will be necessary for 
tho county board to take action under 
this 
law ut 
the November, 11)11 


session, if any part of the state aid 
fund is 'desired for construction in 
11)12. 


Tim Commission is very desirous 


oi' aiding tho towns aud counties in 
every possible manner, and takes this 
method of lotting enoh town chairmen, 
know what his town must do in order 
to get county aud state aid for road 
or bridge construction in 1912. 
Each 


town will fall iu one or more of the 
following classes: 


Class I. 
Towns which have voted 


a tax for county aid road construction

3STo further action by the

Towns wliiob have not 


voted a tax for couuty aid road con- 
struction in 11)13.

at a special town meeting. 


Class IV. 
Towns 
which 
have 


voted a tnx lor .county aid road con- 
struction in any year previous to 1312 
and have the proceeds of such tax in 
tho town treasury. 
These towns can 


got county anil state aid in 1912 if 
they vote at a special town meeting 
to devote such proceeds to state aid 
construction. 


Class V. 
Towns which have voted 


a tax to build a oouuty aid bridge in 
11)13. 
Such towns can, by voting at 


a special town meeting to devote the 
proceeds of the tax to state aid con- 
struction, get county and state aid if 
the bridge is built in 11)12. 


General requirements applying to 


towns in every class.

fund is sufficient thc_ stato pays B3>3 
per cent of the cost' of roads and 20 
per cent of the cost of bridges.

Paris.—Dr. Jacques Bertillon, head 


at tho statistical department of Paris, 
declares that tho birth and 
death 


rules for 1010 "spell national annihi- 
lation." Tho births were 774,358 and 
the deaths 703,777, difference of only 
70,1581. 


Tho number of births is tlio lowest 


for tho past century, barring that for 
1909, which was -1,000 less. 
In 1S59 


more than a million children were 
born In Franco. This figure remained 
about stationary till 1SG8, when tho 
number was over 980,000. The births 
exceeded 
000,000 for 18 years, but 


fell to 899,000 in 1886. 
For tho fol- 


lowing 20-years they exceeded 800,000 
annually. 


During the past four years the fig 


uro of births has begun with a seven 
Tho increase in 1910 over 1909 Dr 
Bertlllou considers insignificant. 
The 


decrease In tho death rato also falls 
to give him any hope. Ho points out 
that it la solely due to the dwindling 
birth rato. 
Tho reduction is observ- 


nblo only among children under one 
year, Tho only reason, therefore; why 
tbero are fewer deaths is that fewer 
children are born. 


Meanwhile, as Dr. 
Bortlllon 
re- 


marks despondently, tho excess of 
births over deaths in the German em- 
pire last year was 88'!,000, as com- 
pared witb under 71,000 In Franco. 
The returns give him only ono ray of 
hope. A law was passed in 1907 abol- 
ishing a few of the amazing formali- 
ties surrounding marriage In France 
It IB still difficult to get married in 
this country, but it was almost inv, 
possible to do so before June, 1907, 


Now, for instance, a man or woman 


more than thirty years of age.may 
marry in Franco without troubling to 
obtain his or her parents' consent 
Before 1907 such .consent, verbal or 
written, was needed. 
JC the- father 


and mother nnd tho two grandfathers 
and grandmothers of either of the par 
tics were dead, that party could not 
get married unless ho or «ho produced 
the certificate of death of all six for- 
bears. These aro still required If the 
man or woman In tho case be under 
thirty. 


However, the simplifications Intro' 


duced, such ns they are, were suffi- 
cient to send up the marriage rate 
wonderfully. Dr. Bertillon notes with 
delight that the number of weddings 
celebrated In France last year—to wit, 
309,289—is one of tho highest on rec- 
ord since the passnge of the law of 
1907. 
The marriage rate has since 


then gone up some 5,000 a year. 


Dr, rjertillon has 
therefore some 


glimmer of hope that tho birth rate 
nay rise, too, though ho Is the flrst to 
icknowledgo that, 
though 
French 


people marry more that is 110 proof 
hat. they will Increase the population.

to shoulder.

The 
bone is carefully preserved in every 
detail, there being no sign of crum- 
bling or decay. 


Though the excavation at, Albert 


Lea was prolonged in the hope of dis- 
covering other parts of (ho skeleton, 
none was discovered. The absence of 
other bones, however, is easily ex- 
plained by experts in paleontology 
at the university. Members of the de- 
partment say, carnivorous beasts of

QUEBEC BRIDGE 
IS 
BIGGEST 


Time of Construction Shows Advance 


in Engineering Since Brooklyn 


Bridge Was Built. 


Quebec, 
Ont.—The 
new. 
bridge 


across the St. Lawrence river near 
here supplants the mighty structure 
that fell when half finished in the 
summer ot 1007. 
The site of the new 


bridge is tho same but tho north pier 
is moved out CO feet further Into the 
river, thus appreciably shortening the 
central span Tho new bridge contains 
130,000,000 pounds of steel, as com- 
pared with the 100,000,000 of Its pred- 
ecessor. 
It will cost when completed 


not less than $12,000,000, 
and 
will 


have the longest truss span of any 
bridge in the world—1,800 feet, or 90 
feet more than that of the great Firth 
ot Forth bridge in Scotland. 


The construction of 
this 
bridge, 


which has taken two and a half years, 
is nn impressive Indication of 
tho 


progress of mechanical and civil 
en- 


gineering since tho Brooklyn bridge 
was opened to traffic, May 24, 1883. 
The latter required 
13% roirs 
to 


erect, and to date has cost over J22,- 
000,000, of $10,000,000 more than 
tho 


prospective cost of the new Canadian 
giant. 


The length of the river span of tho 


Brooklyn bridge. Is 1.600 feet—200 
feet less than that of the bridge 
at 


Quebec. 
Of the other bridges across 


the East river tbo Manhattan has a 
river span of 1,470 feet; the Williams- 
burg bridge has a span of 200 feet 
shorter than that over the St. Law- 
rence; the longest span of the Queens- 
boro bridge is 1,200 feet.

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BIRTH RATE IS LOWER 


Dr. Bertillon Says Figures "Spell 


National .Annihilation." 


Glimmer of Hope Seen In Failing of 


Law Abolishing Few of Amazing 


Formalltiei Surrounding Mar- 


riage in France. 


Paris.—Dr. Jacques Bertillon, head 


at the statistical department of Paris, 
declares that the 
birth 
and 
death 


rates for 1810 "spell national annihi- 
lation." The births were 774,358 and 
the deaths 703,777, difference of only 
70,581. 


The number of births is the lowest 


for the past century, barring that for 
1903, which was 4,000 less. 
In 1S53 


more than a million children were 
born In France. This figure remained 
about stationary till 1SG8, when the 
number was over 980,000. The births 
exceeded 900,000 for 18 years, but 
fell to 899,000 in 18SG. For tho fol- 
lowing 20 years they exceeded SOO.OOO 
annually. 


During the past four years the fig- 


ure of births has begun with a seven. 
The increase In 1910 over 1909 Dr. 
Bertillou considers insignificant. The 
decrease in the death rate also fails 
to give him any hope. Ho points out 
that It is solely due to the dwindling 
birth rate. The reduction is observ- 
able only among children under one 
year. The only reason, therefore, why 
there are fewer deaths is that fewer 
children are born. 


Meanwhile, as Dr. Bertillon 
re- 


marks despondently, the excess of 
births over deaths in the German em- 
pire last year was 884,000, as com- 
pared with under 71,000 In France. 
The returns give him only one ray of 
hope. A law was passed in 1007 abol- 
ishing a few of the amazing formali- 
ties surrounding marriage in France 
It is still difficult to get married in 
this country, but it was almost im- 
possible to do so before June, 1907. 


Now, for instance, a man or woman 


more than thirty years of age may 
marry in France without troubling to 
obtain his or her parents' consent. 
Before 1907 such, consent, verbal or 
written, was needed. 
If the father 


and mother and the two grandfathers 
and grandmothers of either of the par- 
ties were dead, that party could not 
get married unless he or she produced 
the certificate of death ot all six for- 
bears. These are still required if the 
man or woman in tho case be under 
thirty. 


However, the simplifications Intro- 


duced, such as they are, were suffi- 
cient to send up the marriage rate 
wonderfully. Dr. Uertillon notes with 
delight that the number of weddings 
celebrated in France last year—to wit, 
309,289—Is one of the highest on rec- 
ord since the passage o£ the law of 
1907. 
Tho marriage rale has since 


then gone up some 5,000 a year. 


Dr. Bertillon has therefore somo 


glimmer of hope that the birth rate 
may rise, too. though he is the first to 
acknowledge that, 
though 
French 


people marry more that is no proof 
that they will increase Uie population.

Lea was prolonged In the hope of dis- 
covering o(hcr pans of thfl skeleton, 
none was discovered. The absence of 
other bones, however. Is easily ex- 
plained by experts in paleontology 
at the university. Members of the de- 
partment say carnivorous beasts of 
that period who preyed upon the mas- 
todon may havo detached the bone 
from the skeleton and carried it to 
the spot where It wus found, cither to 
eat the meat from it or play with it 
as a modern coyote, tiger or cat fre- 
quently plays with its prey, or sepa- 
rating itself from the carcass as It 
decomposed, It may hav<; rolled down 
a prehistoric hillside no longer exist- 
ing or have been carried there by 
Uie glaciers.
